A desperate plot to rtkasa Frankj 


Parks, tho Kiltery murderer, from the 
jail at Alfred, was discovered and frns 
trated by Jailor Anderson on Wed- 
nesday, June 2Sth. 


Parks denies all knowledge of the 


plot bat thdt his brain conceived it and 
that it wits partially executed with his 
knowledge and assistance Jailer Ander- 
son do^s not donbt. 


Though special guard has been kept 


over Parks since conrt convicted him 
of the murder, precautions v.ill be re 
doubled and the night watch, will here- 
after remain inside the corridor ins'ead 
of in the office, as usual. 


There is small chance that P^rks will 


make another effort to escape until the 
county jail is relieved of his presence. 


For several clays Jailer Anderson ha*, 


noticed a number of suspicious inci- 
dents within the jail. While no one of 
them in itself was of much significance, 
by putting them all together he became 
satisfied 
that some plot 
had been 


hitched and he strongly suspicioued 
that it had something to do with Parks 
and lus escape. 


Wednesday afternoon the jailer con- 


cluded that it was time to find out, if 
possible, what the plot was. He went 
into tha barn chambtr and lay down by 
a .window, where without being ob- 
served himself, he could command a 
view of the jail windows. 


He did, not iiave to wait long before 


he saw one of tha prisoners, one of the 
Biddeford boys who are confined for 
breaking and entering, climb up on the 
edge of one of the windows, from which 
position he seemed to be keeping watch 
of what might transpire outside. 


A little white later another Biddeford 


young man, known as "Sharkey," who 
is aleo serving a sentence for breaking 
and entering, got up into the lower 
windows, and from his motion the jailer 
judged that he was filing away the bars. 


Jailer .Anderson left the barn and 


taking a board upon Iris shoulder started 
from the barn as though he was going 
up to the village. This was to disarm 
fie prisoners of any suspicion that they 
were being watched »s he judged that, 
his movements would bo reported by 
tho prisoner who was doing sen tine] 
duty in the upper window. 


Tbe ruse evidetly worked as intended, 


for the jailer slipped back into the office 
and suddenly unlocked the 
corridor 


door and stepped in among the pris- 
oners. 


"Sharkey" saw the jailer and jumped 


down from the window where he was 
working. 


Jailer Anderson took him in charge 


and demanded the iilc he had been 
using. 


Sharkey demurred faintly but reached 


down and pulled out irom his stocking a 
case Jinife which had been filed into a 
saw. 


He was searched and another old 


knife, with teeth filed ou both aides 
was found in his porkct. 


Jailer 
Anderson 
took 
him 
to 


the "dog hole" or dungeon and there 
had a talk with him, securing a full 
confession of the plot. 


tiharkey said that Parks had enlisted 


his services in a plan to escape. 


Parks had furnished him with the 


knives with which to cut the bars to one 
of the windows, having filed the teeth in 
his cell with piocvs of a file. 


He had also in his cell, so "Sharkey" 


said, a bottle of chloroform with which 
the turnkey was to bo overpowered some 
night when he camo around to lock the 
prisoners m their colls. Parks is kept 
looked up m his cell and so it was 
.necessary to secure the keys to lot him 
out before he would be able to escape 
through tho window, tho bars of \vh:ch 
hud been filed.

the vvay to keep a cellar dry and also 
cool is to admit no outside air during 
the heat of the day but to open the 
doors and windows at nisht after the 
dew has been deposited and the air is 
cooler than that in the cellar. Moisture 
will then be taken up and the cellar 
become gradually dryer. This method 
is more satisfactory than liming, salt- 
' ing. etc.. which are little more than 
makeshifts.—M. G. Kaius.

Turkey Rearing. 


As soon as the young turkeys or 


poults are all hatcliert, remove with 
their mother to a warm coop, which 
should be fumigated or whitewashed. 
Select an elevated spot, well drained. 
They should be confined at least five 
clays, when they may be allowed to go 
out an hour or two when the dew is 
ofl tho grass, but must not be allowed 
to necome tired. Visit each coop every 
evening and see that every poult is 
covered by the hen. 


During the first two weks of exist- 


ence they should be fed at least five 
times a day, a diet consisting of bread 
and milk and egg custard made of egg 
stirred into sweet m'lk, with a slight 
sprinkle of pepper. 
This is especially 


liked by them, and also table scraps 
aud crumbs. 
Shred onion tops and 


dandelion leaves are onough in the veg- 
etable line untill they aro allowed the 
run. Their food should be, served in 
small quantities. 
The utensils used, 


and coops, should be kept clean, as 
turkeys are very susceptible to filth. 
As the different broods congregate, it 
will be necessary to separate at night, 
srivmg each Len about eight poults, 
that being the number she can cover 
well. "When weaned or left by the hen 
mother thej can be enclosed in one 
coop if desired. I used coops with 
sc'-eon fronts and floors of wood, al- 
though we prefer to have coops placed 
ou short grass, changing every day to 
a fresh place, but having lost a num- 
ber of chickens by weasels undermin- 
ing and entering the coops. AVO have 
since used tho«e with floors of wood.—

We have kiiowu M.LIC farmers' vsives 
who put their luisl ai.ds to ^h;:me when 
this chance was oiTered them, by mak- 
ing Mich iinprovemejts in the care of 
poultrj th:',r this part of the farm man- 
agement became more profitable than 
any other. Many a tanner would 'arm 
better if he would listen to aud heed 
his wife's advice ab^ut business af- 
fairs. If she be a tme wife, she must 
be interested iu her husband's success 
ami if he tells her all as every husband 
should, her counsel will be better than 
any other he can get. 
The children 


also should be taken into the partner- 
ship so soon as they are old enough 
to be interested. Thjy may not know 
enough to give the b..»st adviec. bat the 
habit of talking with thejii about your 
business matters will be the best edu- 
cation for them. 


The truth about most farmers' poul- 


try is that it is neglected as altogether 
a side issue, or. wLon the farmer is 
spnrreil up to do better, his efforts at 
improvement are so inconsistent that 
they often neutralize each other and 
make matters worse rather than bet- 
ter. Because his flock is small, he 
thinks if he g<Hs an improved egg-pro- 
fluciug breed, that even if he neglects 
it, the eggs will come just the same. 
Many ot the best layers, such as the 
Leghorn and Iloudan, are natives of 
warm climates and need careful shel- 
ter, if not artilical heat, during our 
coldest weather. Yet we have seen 
farmers buy these tender breeds, and 
then wonder why HI cold, open hen- 
houses thej did not get as many eggs 
as they used to from their hardier na-

Dooming fowls Avere hardy and also 
good egg producers and good for the 
table. I'nless a farmer is prepared to 
gi\e his fowls all the care they re- 
quire, he need not trouble himself to 
change the breed. 


Keeping Chicken Coops Clean. 


The necessity ot cleanliness about a 


poultry bouse is well understood by 
all who have bad experience vith 
fowls. Especially is this true, in re- 
gard to roosting places, where one dis- 
eased fowl 
AV ill communicate an in- 


fection to a whole flock of healthy 
birds. The coop should bo cleaned 
every few days. By a simple arrange- 
ment ot perches and clanting floor be- 
neath, this can be made a light and 


j oasv tn^k whereas it is. generally a 
long and disagreeable one.

weak, and perhaps queenlcss, or at 
least had a very poor queen. 


When I liud a colony in the spring 


that seems to be doing no good I at 
once break up their home, or give them 
a new qtuvn and more bees. When I 
find a colony in my apiarj' that is in- 
fested with worms;, 1 invariably find 
a weak colony, and one that is of no 
account whatever, within itself. I al- 
ways unite them with 
some strong 


colony, not fearing in the least about 
tbe worms getting- the better of the 
strong colony, unless they are 
very 


badly infested, in which case I unite 
the bees and subject the combs to the 
fumes of burning sulphur, or immerse 
them in water for a few days. 


If I desire increase rather than hon- 


ey, and the colony is not badly infest- 
ed. I first kill all the worms I can hnd, 
then give them a new queen and some 
bees, and watch them closely, and even 
then it is risky, especially if I have to 
buy the queen: an^ the probabilities 
are that it wilf not be a success after 
all my expense and care. A poor queen 
is the foundation of worms among 
bees. So to be successful 
iu keeping 


them out of your bees, you must begin 
with the queens, by keeping the poor 
and infertile ones weeded out. Then 
your colonies will be strong and there 


danger whatever so far as 


anything else is concerned. 


If you see signs of worms in your 


bees this summer the best and cheap- 
est plan will be to unite them, by first 
killing the queen (If there is one) in the 
infested colony, aud giving the bees 
or bees and comb both (if the comb is 
not badly infested* to some strong col- 
ony. If the colony is a good one and the 
queen all right, and you find a few 
worms iu places iu the hives where the 
bees can't reach them, kill what you 
can and let them alone, and they will 
be all right. I pay no attention what- 
ever to worms under the quilt or in 
the crevcies where the bees can't get 
at them, if the colony is a strong one. 
But if it is weak and the worms have 
gained a frtothold in one cr two combs, 
then look out.—E. S. Mead.

Renovating Orchards. 


Repair is not necessarily associated 


with old age and decay. Apple trees 
ten to fifteen years old sometimes need 
repairing quite as much as do old and 
neglected ones. When the orchard to 
be treated has been neglected for many 
yc-irs, the nrst operation, if the land 
does not need dtamaig. is to prone 
thoroughly. In thi'* operation, which 
may be performed at any time from 
late fall until the middle of May. care 
should be used that the trees are given 
and close together, or those 
which 


that all small limbs should be removed, 
leaving a lot of whipstocks, but that 
such of the larger limbs as are parallel 
and close together, of those which 
cross, should be cut out, says W. M. 
Mnnson iu Bulletin 40, Maine Experi- 
ment Station. Half of the difficulty of 
pruning is done away with if one de- 
cides to allow the tree its natural form, 
rather than attempt to shape it to 
some particular model. 


Many growers suppose that pruning 


weakens the tree and shortens its life. 
There is. however, no reason for this 
belief othiT than the general state- 
ment that pruning is unnatural. But 
pruning is not unnatural. 
Man sel- 


dom prunes so heavily as does nature 
in removing superfluous limbs in the 
growth of j-oung saplings in the forest. 
Furthermore, nature prunes at all sea- 
sons and iu the rudest ways. By this 
it should not bo understood, however, 
that cure is not necessary in tbe me- 
chanical operation of pruning. On the 
other hand, it is of the greatest im- 
portance that large limbs be removed 
with care and the wounds painted to 
prevent the entrance of fungi which 
will induce decay. In training young 
trees, all crotches should be avoided. 
If bad crotches should bo found to 
exist in trees 10 or more years old, 
they should be braced bj- means of an 
iron bolt. Much damage may be avoid- 
ed if bolts are used in season.—Orange 
Judd Farmer. 


Overfeeding. 


Don't overfeed. 
Calves are very 


greedy at feeding time and there is 
often it great temptation to give more 
milk than the calves can properly han- 
dle, thus causing them to sciur. Over- 
feeding is undoubtedly the main rea- 
son why so many farmors fire unable 
to raise good thrifty calves on skim- 
milk. 
At the college we tind that 


calves from three to four months old 
will not stand more than 18 to '20 
pounds daily per bead: front seven to 
eight weeks old. 14 to Hi pounds, and 
fiom three to five weeks, 30 to 12 
pounds.

In a few days the signals aro learned, 
ns readily as if it were the man's name. 
Of course, every signal rinfrs every 
bell on the line, and all persons on 
The line can hear all conversations if 
they see tit: but it is our unwritten law 
the first person eaujrht eaves-dropping 
will be taken out of the circuit.

trouble has ever occurred for that 
cause. Secrets are not generally talked 
over a telephone anyway, and young 
folks have Sunday evenings for that. 
At The close of a conversation the 
user rings off -with a slinrt ring or 
click, to let any other prospective user 
know that the line is free again. Any 
brisrht boy or man, with the instruc- 
tions from the makers, can put up the 
instruments and attach them, and the 
boys and men on the farms can put up 
the poles and string the wires. If only 
one wire is used, there will be a good 
deal of "round noise," as the earth 
serves for the other line to make the 
circuit. If TWO lines or a metallic cir- 
cuit is used, the noise is avoided and 
the conversation is imu-h more easy to 
understand. The lines, when up, are 
absolutely the property of the persons 
erecting Them and are not subject .0 
rental from any lirm or corporation. 
We began with only two instruments 
aud as others saw the value they add- 
ed ou. We also have a ten-mile line 
•Kith seven instruments on it, in our 
great peach orchards in Georgia, thus 
connecting the telegraph iu The town.

all Together. Have bern using that line 
for four years past. There should be no

Cellars are, in summer, usually cool, ! 


first because they are below the sur- 
face of the ground and second because 
little direct heat reaches them from 
the sun. Now. if warm air be admitted 
to these cool rooms 
it will 
become 


chilled, the water that it contains in 
considerable quantity will become con- 
tracted aud if the contraction is car- 
ried to a certain point, depending up- 
on the amount of moisture the air can 
hold at the surrounding temperature, 


. drops will form tipon every cool object. 
In addition to this, the cellar will be- 
come warmer because, in the condensa- 
tion of water from the vapor state it 
gives up a latent heat in great amount. 
L-itf-nt heat is the quantity of heat re- 


• qi:ir;'d to convert aud bold a liquid in 
the form of a vapor. The latent heat of 
water is very great. The admission of 
heated summer air is, therefore, a two- 
fold mistake; it makes the cellar damp 
ami warm. 


! 
It will be clear from the above that 


the way to keep a cellar dry and also 
cool is To admit no outside air during 
the heat of the day but to open the 
doors and windows at night after the 
dew has been deposited aud the air is 
cooler than that in the cellar. Moisture 
will then be taken up and the cellar 


• become gradually dryer. This method 
. is more satisfactory Than liming, salt- 
' ing. etc.. which are little more than, 
makeshifts.—.M. (5. Kaius.

Turkey "Rearing. 


As soon as the young turkeys or 


poults are all hatched, remove with 
their mother to a warm coop, which 
should be fumigated or whitewashed. 
Select an elevated spot, well drained. 
They should be confined at least five 
clays, when they may be allowed to go 
out an hour or two when the dew is 
oft the grass, but must not be allowed 
to become tired. Visit each coop fvery 
evening aud see that every poult is 
covered by the hen. 


During the first two weks of exist- 


ence they should be fed at least five 
times a day, a diet consisting of bread 
and milk and egg custard made of egg 
stirred into sweet milk, with a slight 
sprinkle of pepper. This is especially 
liked by them, and also table scraps 
and crumbs. 
Shred onion tops and 


dandelion leaves are enough in the veg- 
etable line untill they are allowed the 
run. 
Their food should be, served in 


small quantities. The utensils used, 
and coops, should be kepi clean, as 
turkeys aro very susceptible to filth. 
As the different broods congregate, it 
will be necessary to separate at night, 
giving each hen about eight poults. 
That beinu the number she can cover 
well. "When weaned or left by the hen 
mother thej c;m be enclosed in one 
coop if cleMred. 
I used coops with 


screen fronts and floors of wood, al- 
though we prefer to have coops placed 
ou short grass, changing every day to 
a fresh place: but having lost a num- 
ber of chickens by weasels undermin- 
ing and entering the coops. Ave have 
since used Those with floors of wood.—

They rely on their general 
farming for the iu«uey to make liicir 
forms pay. If they make anything oui 
of the poultry, it is usually so little 
that it is to rLeir YUYCS ;:s "piii money.' 
We have known M.Lie farmers' wives 
who put their hr.sl aL-ds to sJmine when 
this chance was. oiTered them, by mak- 
ing such improveinejts in the care of 
poultry th:'.r this part of the farm man- 
agement became more profitable than 
any other. Many a farmer would 'arm 
better if he would listen to and heed 
his wife's advice ab^ut business af- 
fairs. If she be a tme wife, she must 
be interested iu her husband's success 
and if he tells her all as every husband 
should, her counsel will be better than 
any other he can get. The children 
also should be taken into the partner- 
ship so soon as they are old enough 
to be interested. Th-ey may not know 
enough to give the b.jst adviec. bat the 
habit of talking with them about your 
business matters will be the best edu- 
cation for them. 


The truth about most farmers' poul- 


try is that it is neglected as altogether 
a side issue, or. wLen the farmer is 
spurred up to do better, his efforts at 
improvement are so inconsistent that 
they often neutralize each other and 
make matters worse rather than bet- 
ter. Because bis flock is small, he 
thinks if he gets an improved egg-pro- 
ducing breed, that even if he neglects 
it, the eggs will come just the same. 
Many of the best layers, such as the 
Leghorn and Houdan. are natives of 
warm climates aud need careful shel- 
ter, if not artilical heat, during our 
coldest weather. Yet we have seen 
farmers buy these tender breeds, and 
then wonder why HI cold, opon hen- 
houses they did not get as many eggs 
as they used to from their hardier na- 
tive 
stock 
before they 
made 
the 


change. The 
old 
Dominique 
and 


Door n ins fowls Avere hardy and also 
good egg producers and good for the 
table. Unless a farmer is prepared to 
give his fowls all the care they re- 
quire, he need not trouble himself to 
change the breed. 


Keeping Chicken Coops Clean. 


The necessity of cleanliness about a 


poultry house is well understood by 
all who have had experience vith 
fowls. Especially is this true, in re- 
gard to roosting places, where one dis- 
eased fowl \\ ill communicate an in- 
fection to, a whole tlock of healthy 
birds.

badly infested, in which case I unite 
the bees and subject the combs to the 
fumes of burning sulphur, or immerse 
them in water for a few days. 


If I desire increase rather than hon- 


ey, and the colony is not badly infest- 
ed. I first kill all the worms I can find, 
then give them a new queen and some 
bees, and watch them closely, and even 
then it is risky, especially if I have to 
buy the queen: an^ the probabilities 
are that it wilf not be a success after 
all my expense and care. A poor queen 
is the foundation of worms among 
bees. So to be successful 
iu keeping 


them out of your bees, you must begin 
with the queens, by keeping the poor 
and infertile ones weeded out. Then 
your colonies will be strong and there 


_danger whatever so far as 
anything else is concerned. 


If you see signs of worms in your 


bees this summer the best and cheap- 
est plan will be to unite them, by first 
killing the queen (If there is one) in the 
infested colony, aud giving the bees 
or bees and comb both (if the comb is 
not badly infested* to some strong col- 
ony. If the colony is a good one and the 
queen all right, and you find a few 
worms iu places iu the hives where the 
bees can't reach them, kill what you 
can and let them alone, and they will 
be all right. I pay uo attention what- 
ever to worms under the quilt or in 
the crevcies where the bees can't get 
at them, if the colony is a strong one. 
But if it is weak and the worms have 
gained a foothold in one cr two combs, 
then look out.—E. S. Mead.

Self-Sucking Cows.

I take 
a thin piece of board, something that 
will not split very easily (I have used 
a hard piece of sole-leather but that 
gets soft in a short time and is no 
uoodi. and tix it as shown in the dia- 
urara. Make the points smooth as pos- 
sible so that it will not make The nose 
sore. When finished you will have to 
use a little force to spring it into the 
mve. but when once properly fitted I 
t i i i n k the cow will cease to stick hcr- 
sHf. I abhor a great clumsy yoke for 
tlie poor cow to carry around: besides 
it will make her neck sore. z. o. s.

Renovating Orchards. 


Repair is not necessarily associated 


with old age and decay. Apple trees 
ten to fifteen years old sometimes need 
repairing quite as much as do old and 
neglected ones. When the orchard to 
be treated has been neglected for many 
years, the first operation, if The land 
does not need draining, 
is to 
prime 


thoroughly. In th!i» operation, which 
may be performed at any time- from 
late fall until the middle of May, care 
should be used that the trees are given 
and close together, 
or those 
which 


that all small limbs should be removed., 
leaving a lot of whipstocks, but that 
such of the larger limbs as are parallel 
and close together, of those which 
cross, should be cut out, says "VV. M. 
Mnnson iu Bulletin 40, Maine Experi- 
ment Station. Half of the difficulty of 
pruning is done away'with it' one de- 
cides to allow the tree its natural form, 
rather than attempt to shape it to 
some particular model. 


Many growers suppose that pruning 


weakens the tree and shortens its life. 
There is. however, no reason for this 
belief other than the general state- 
ment that pruning is unnatural. But 
priming is not unnatural. 
Man sel- 


dom prunes so heavily as does nature 
in removing superfluous limbs in the 
growth of young saplings in the forest. 
Furthermore, nature prunes at all sea- 
sons and iu the rudest ways. By this 
it should not be understood, however, 
that cure is not necessary in the me- 
chanical operation of pruning. On the 
other hand, it is of the greatest im- 
portance that large limbs be removed 
with care and the wounds painted to 
prevent the entrance of fungi which 
will induce decay. In training young 
trees, all crotches should be avoided. 
If bad crotches should be found to 
exist in trees 10 or more years old, 
they should be braced by means of an 
iron bolt. Much damage may be avoid- 
ed if bolts are used in season.—Orange 
Juild Farmer. 


Overfeeding. 


Don't overfeed. 
Calves are very 


greedy at feeding time and there is 
often a great temptation to jrive more 
milk than the calves can properly han- 
dle, thus causing them to scour. Over- 
feeding is undoubtedly the main rea- 
son why so many farmers s.re unable 
to raise good thrifty calves on skim- 
milk. 
At the college we tind that 


calves from three to four months old 
will not stand more than 18 to 
"20 


pounds daily per bead: from seven to 
eight weeks old. 14 to Hi pounds, and 
fiom three to five weeks, 30 to 12 
pounds.

Aguinaldo's Message Blade Known 


by a Native Friendly to Ameri-

Manila. June 29.—One of the most 


prominent Filipinos living in Manila 
has received verbal instructions direct- 
ly from Aguinaldo, who is at Tarlace. 
instructing him to make the most 
complete report possible of the situa- 
tion iu Manila, both political and mili- 
tary. This is capable of a double iu- 
teipretation. Possibly Aguinaldo de- 
sire? to know what the chances are 
in the event of his sttrreiufer; or, it is 
IK»i-sibIe that he wants Jo obtain infor- 
mation as to what place* arc- bringing: 
pioduce into the country- The block- 
ading gunboats recognize clearances, 
but the fact that the opening of ports 
would enable the natives to collect 
dt'ties has delayed the issuance of an 
order to this effect, and the conse- 
quence is that there is great hardship 
at several ports because of lac-k of 
food, and business is stagnated. This j 
has influenced Gen. Otis, who considers j 
thu situation sufficiently favorable to j 
permit the opening of ports. 


The Filipinos are seeking fronr na- 


tive sources information 
concerning 


the strength and state of health of Jhe 
American troops and the intention of 
th<* Americans to operate during the 
rainy season. * 
The Filipino mentioned in the fore- 


goipg, who has beeu steadfastly friend- 
ly to the Americans, has been request- 
ed to join Aguinaldo. but he has fre- 
quently refused to do so. This order 
for information, however, settles the 
question of Aguinaldo's reported as- 
sassination. 
A severe typhoon delays the vessels 


In opening parts to advantage aud the 
order of Gen. Otis simply permits the 
landing of food at various places. 


The natives remain 
comparatively 


quiet in the south. A Filtpino scouting 
party met a patrol of the Wyoming 
regiment and fled into the arms of a 
battalion of the 4th Infantry. Two of 
the natives were killed. 
There is increasing activity at San 


Fernando, where the natives apparent- 
ly want to tight. It is reported that 
Gen. 
Pio del 1'ilar, with 2,000 men has 


joined the main body there. 


McKlnley Sends For Otis. 


Washington, June 29.—Gen. Harrison 


Gray Otis, of Los Angeles, CaL, has 
accepted an invitation of President 
McKinley to visit him in Washington, 
and he will be here shortly. It is sup- 
posed that Gen. Otis has been asked 
to come because the President wants 
to consult him about the situation in 
the Philippines. 
Gen. Otis was ap- 


pointed a Brigadier-General of Volun- 
teers at the outbreak of the war with 
Spain and sent to Manila. He saw ac- 
tive service with McArthvr's column in 
the 
aggressive 
movement 
against 


Ajruiualdo's army and was recently in- 
valided home. The invitation was sent 
before President McKiiiley left Wash- 
ington on his New England trip. A 
report is in circulation that the post 
of Secretary of War to succeed Gen. 
Alger will be offered to Gen. Otis. 
With the report is coupled tne state- 
ment that the President will ask Sec- 
retary Alger to retire on account of 
the criticisms of the Administration by 
Governor Pingree in connection with 
(he Governor's support of Secretary 
Alger for the Michigan Senator-ship. 
As the invitation to Gen. Otis was 
was extended before the Pingree inter- 
views were published, this statement 
appears to be based on the mere sup- 
position of persons who assume that 
the invitation had been sent within 
the last day or two. 


To Kulist Men for Volunteers. 


Washington. June 2!).—After 
much 


deliberation and in order to give Gen- 
eral Otis an effective fighting force of 
30,000 men. it has been decided to en- 
list troops sufficient to make up for the 
casualties and sickness in the Philip- 
pines. The new force will be volun- 
teers instead of regulars and the first 
detachment enlisted will be sent to 
Manila to fill out the three skeleton 
regiments Gen. Otis i<? forming from 
the State troops already'there. It has 
been decided, in officering the pro- 
visional army, to act upon the recom- 
mendations of General Otis, who is 
instructed to "select for officers those 
who have denionstnitel their fitness to 
?ommand and who have distinguished 
themselves in battle. It is believed 
Hint the three regiments of volunteers 
thus provided will effset for the pres- 
ent the ineffective troops In the Phil- 
ippines, estimated at 12 per cent, of 
the army there. 


Filipinos Seeking Peace. 


London, June 29.—Marti, the repre- 


sentative of Atfuiualdo, who was re- 
cently in Europe, and later went to 
Rong Kong on his way to Manila, has 
returned to London, where the mem- 
bers of the Filipino Junta are en- 
deavoring to obtain nn interview with 
Senator Hoar and other Americans 
wllb the object of securing concessions 
to Aguinaldo aud promoting peace.

SEHVICE PIPES. 


Rule 2. Service pipes will be pro- 


vided and kept in repair by the city 
from the mains to the sidewalks or side- 
lines of the streets. All further pipes 
must be provided and kept in repair t>y 
the persons supplied with water. The 
service pipe* from the mains to the side- 
walks shall be laid only by the city, 
and a uniform charge of eight dollars 
for the same will be made regardless of 
tbe distance from the main. From the 
sidewalk cock into the premises, they 
may be laid by the owners, if desired", 
or will be laid by the city at a cost of 
thirty cents per foot. 
Connections with 


old service pipes will bs made, if re- 
quested, at the owner's risk; an'l when 
such pipes require renewal, they will be 
charged for at the above mentioned 
rate. 


Every service pipe must be provided 


with a stop and waste cock on the in- 
side of the cellar-wall or foundation, 
and near where the pipe passes through 
the same; easily accessible and fully 
protected from freezing, and iiinst in no 
case be covered up by coal or anything 
which will prevent quick access to tlie 
same in cuse of accident. 
All pipes in 


building must be laid in such a way as 
to be fully drained by the waste. When 
different families, or tenants, are sup- 
plied by the sama service, a suitable 
stop and waste must be provided for 
each. 


All bills fcr service pipes and supplies 


shall be deemed payable when the work 
is finished, and the water will not be 
turned on in new services until the bills 
for the same are paid. 


PIPES AND FIXTURES 


Rule 3. All pipes, fixtures and ap- 


paratus provided by parties supplied 
vrith water must be kept in good order 
to prevent leakage and waste of water, 
and repairs to the same must be made 
whenever required by the Board of 
Water Commissioners, who expressly 
reserve tho right to shut off the water 
from any premises whose owners have 
not complied with their demands for 
necessary repairs. 


In all occupied premises every water 


closet, bath tub, or 
other fixture, 


whether used or nol, will be deemed 
and held to be used, and will be charged 
for as long as the same shall remain 
connected with the water pipes. 


USE OP WATFR 


Rule 4 
No person supplied with 


water shall 'ise or allow its use for any 
other purpose than is stated in his ap- 
plication, or for which permission has 
been granted, and all persons taking 
water shall prevent any unnecessary 
waste thereof. The water must not be ! 
left miming to prevent freezing, or kept 
running at any time longer than is rea- 
sonably necessary in its proper use. No 
person supplied with water will be al- 
lowed to supply water to any other per- 
son, or family, without the consent of 
the Superintendent. Any person vio- 
lating any portion of this rule shall be 
liable to have his supply shut off, or a 
sufficient amount added to his own bill 
to cover tbe cost of supplying another 
person or family. 


All persons using water in stables for 


horses or cattle will be charged the re 
gular rates for horses or cattle whether 
the water is cariied by hand or through 
hose or pipes. If the water is used lor 
the stock, it must ba paid for in addi- 
tion to family uses. 


IKSPECTIOXS.

ply, he shall be liable to have his own 
snpply cat off. 


ABATEMENTS. 


Rule 10. Any person whose tene- 


ment may become vacant shall receive 
an abatement of the water rates per- 
taining to that tenement upon the fol- 
lowing conditions and not otherwise:— 


He shall give notice at the Water Of- 


fice at the time such vacancy begins, 
and also at the time when 
the 
tene- 


ment is again occupied. 
In the ab- 


sence of notice, the tenement shall be 
deemed to have been occupied and full 
rates charged. 
No abatement will be 


allowed for non occupancy previous to 
notice. 


RESPONSIBILITY FOE PAYMENT. 


Bale 11. In all cases the owners of 


property shall be held responsible for 
payment for water used on their prem- 
ises, whether occupants of the same or 
not, unless by special consent of the 
Board of Water Oommissioners, in par- 
ticular cases. 
No officer or employe of 


the water works has auy authority to 
modify the rules in any particular, or 
to grant any abatements on bills except 
in cases of non-occupancy of premises 


I when proper notice has been given, iin 
I less specially authorized by the Board.

as to

of a living teacher, assisted by months 
of drill, a quick ear, and great flexibil- 
ity of the vocal organs. Even the mo.st 
faithful effort fails to enable many for- 
eignedrs to speak Chinese correctly. 


Chester Holcornbe, for many years 


interpreter "to the United States Lega- 
tion at Pekin, from whose interesting 
book. "The Real Chinaman," we have 
copied, relates several anecdotes illus- 
trative of a foreigner's almost inevita- 
ble blunders in speaking Chinese. 


Mr. Holcombe once heard a venera- 


ble missionary address the Deity in 
prayer before a crowded Chinese audi- 
ence, as "O Thou omnivorous God." 
He meant to say "omniscient," but 
used an aspirated instead of an un-

After two years 
spent in California be returned to Ne 
braska, making the irip overland •» ith 
an ox team. 


The deceased had a most honorable 


war record. He enlisted September, 
1862, with the New Hampshire cavalry, 
and served there until the end of the 


war. 
He was a member of the Moses 


N. Collins Post. G. A. E., of Exeter. 


In 1867 he married Sophia T. Sanborn 


of Kensington, who survives him. 


Since their marriage Mr. and Mrs. 


Gove have always lived in Kensington, 
with the exception of seven years, frem 
1870 to 1877, when they lived in Provi- 
dence, E. I. 


Mr. Gove represented the town of 


Kensington in the legislature in 1895, 
and had also been tax collector and se- 
lectman of Kensington. 


He leaves one sister, Miss Gove of 


Kensington and two brothers, Clinton 
Gove of Kensington and Andrew Gove 
of Dakota,
